IV. UNFINISHED BUSINESS

A. Update on revision process for K.A.R. 66-9-7, K.A.R. 66-10-1, K.A.R. 66-10-3
The Committee discussed progress on the revisions to K.A.R. 66-9-7, 66-10-1 and 66-10-3 and challenges. By
motion of Mr. Hoffman, seconded by Mr. Johnson the Committee voted to assign a subcommittee of
Architects to assist Ms. Lopez in revising regulations. Mr. Hoffman, Mr. Johnson, Mr. Mancini and Mr.
Wimmer will serve on the sub-committee.

V. NEW BUSINESS

A. Society updates/reports of national meetings or committees/discussion of national issues

1. ASBOG - Updates — Henthorne
Mr. Henthorne reported that the Council of Examiners meeting will be held in Flagstaff, Arizona in April.
2. CLARB — Updates — McMullen

Ms. McMullen reported that she has participated in a survey from CLARB asking for feedback. She has also
been active in the monthly webinars and regional calls. Both were held this week. The monthly webinar had
approximately 50 people participate, but some couldn’t get in due to a threshold.

3. NCARB - Updates — Hoffman

Mr. Hoffman reported that A.R.E. 5.0 is up and running and cut scores will be available in the next 3-4 months.
He also stated that the accreditation process is being revisited. The BEA or BEFA is no longer available as it
makes for a simpler license process. KU School of Architecture has received funding for the Freedom by Design
program for accessibility projects. Mr. Hoffman stated that the iPAL program will have approximately 30
programs by the end of the year. There was an online testing glitch which affected 29 people who now must
re-take the exam. The NCARB regional meeting will be held in Jersey City, March 9t- March 11t, 2017.

B. NCARB Direct Registration

By motion of Mr. Henthorne, seconded by Mr. Wimmer the Committee voted to approve moving to direct
registration for NCARB.

VI. CORRESPONDENCE

A. Thomas Scesniak inquiry regarding reinstatement application with no references available
